the  big  noise  of  the  musical 
comedies 

Well,  well,  son,  “Sunny”  was 
made  for  you,  but  you  will  need  to 
run  down  to  New  York  to  see  it, 
for  they  would  never  allow  all  of 
its  stars  off  Broadway  at  one 
time.  Only  the  man  who  wrote  the 
advance  notices  for  Barnum’s  Cir- 
cus had  the  necessary  words  to  tell 
you  about  it,  and  if  he  called  it  a 
colossal  aggregation  of  Broadway’s 
famous  stars,  a marvelous  melange 
of  merry  maidens,  a furious  phan- 
tasy full  of  funny  features;  if  he 
called  it  all  these  and  then  some, 
his  pay  would  have  been  cut  for 
laying  down  on  the  job. 

The  first  scene  shows  the  outside 
of  a circus  tent  with  a leather- 
lunged  barker  telling  in  modest 
terms,  the  charms  and  accomplish- 
ments of  the  freaks  within  and 
without.  The  snake  charmer,  the 
fat  lady,  the  giant  and  the  dwarf, 
are  out  in  front  to  lure  in  the 
crowds,  made  up  of  easy  to  look 
at  chorus  girls  and  men.  Sunny 
makes  her  appearance  in  the  next 
scene  as  the  center  of  attraction  in 
a circus  parade  headed  by  a drum 
major  leading  an  active  brass  band, 
followed  by  a glittering  array  of 
clowns,  bareback  riders,  freaks,  ac- 
robats and  what-nots.  When  the 
stage  is  bulging  at  the  sides  and 
back  from  the  weight  of  what  looks 
like  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  ac- 
tors, when  the  blare  of  the  band 
and  the  shouts  of  the  crowd  works 
you  up  to  the  nth  degree  of  ex- 
citement and  expectation.  Miss  Mil- 
ler rides  in  on  an  all  white  horse, 
making  an  entrance  that  must  be 
the  envy  of  every  one  in  the  show 
business.  Mr.  Dillingham  prac- 
ticed ten  years  at  the  Hippodrome 
to  perfect  that  entrance. 

From  then  on  things  move  fast 
and  smooth.  The  story  is  simple 
enough.  Miss  Miller,  a bareback 
rider,  is  the  daughter  of  the  owner 
of  a small  traveling  circus.  Our 
old  funny  friend,  Joseph  Cawthorn, 
is  her  father,  broke  of  course,  as 
most  fathers  of  daughters  usually 
are,  but  as  lovable  as  he  is  funny. 
Clifton  Webb,  as  a wealthy  Eng- 
lishman, furnished  the  money  to 
feed  the  freaks  so  that  he  can  pay 
unsuccessful  court  to  Sunny,  who 
is  in  love  -with  Paul  Frawley,  an 
American  ex-doughboy,  who,  in 
turn,  baritones  his  way  through  a 
number  of  tuneful  songs,  and  after 
rather  crudely  and  cruelly  ditching 
his  fiance,  promises  to  love,  honor, 
etc.,  our  golden  Sunny.  Of  course. 
Sunny  did  not  reach  right  out  and 
tap  her  man.  First,  she  ran  away 
from  her  father  and  the  circus, 
slipped  aboard  the  steamer,  bring- 
ing her  hero  and  his  male  chorus 
of  also  ex-doughboys  back  to  Amer- 
ica. Then  she  contracted  a con- 
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venient  but  quite  proper  marriage 
with  an  obliging  friend  of  her 
only  one,  in  order  to  avoid  Ellis 
Island  and  deportation.  She  danced 
as  only  Marilyn  Miller  can  dance, 
she  sang  far  better  than  in  “Sally,” 
and  held  her  honors  as  the  star  in 
a show  cluttered  with  stars.
